The flames shot highinto the 
air and the firemen were driven from their 
work time and again. Then it was that 
O'Dea decided to make a perilous descent. 
Chief Musham ordered the firemen to wet 
O’Dea from head to foot. A helmet was 
placed on his head and a rope tied about 
his waist. A ladder then was placed against 
the side of the broken flagging. 
Musham held O’Dea’s hand while he low- 
ered himself into the pit of fire. Streams 
of water were poured down on O'Dea’s head } 
as he slid down the ladder, and when he 
reached the bottom of the pit the emergency 
man groped his way on his hands and knees 
to a position directly under the fire, only to 
find that the valve was out of order and 
could not be turned. 
O’Dea then called to the firemen to throw 
down a wooden plug. This he managed to 
place in the opening of the flaming pipe, and 
a Short time after the gas was turned off. 
The fire attracted a large crowd and the 
police, fearing a possible repetition’ of the 
Archer avenue horror, made every effort to 
keep the curious ones out of harm’s way. 


Musham Wants Safety Valves. 
Chief Musham is of the opinion that the 
frost caused a leak in the street supply pipe 
which feeds the smaller pipes in the building. 
Crossed electric wires, it is believed, ignited 
the gas.

PLEA FOR DELAY DEFEATED 


City Railway Company Offers to Send 


Representative to Discuss Fran- 
chisse Terms With Alder- 
manic Committee, 


‘AGAIN FEB. 24. 


When the ordinances extending the street 


railway franchises are passed by the City 
Council they will be submitted to a popular 
vote for indorsement or rejection by the 


people. 


This was the one definite point decided by 
the members of the Council in special seasion 


last night after the report of the Committee 
on Local Transportation had been Cipcuaned 


for four hours. ' 


To the terms of the tentative ordinance out- 
lined by this special commission was added . 


‘the referendum clause, which Mayor Harri- 


son advocated in his recent message. It 
was adopted without a dissenting vote. 
Further than this, little progress was made 
toward a solution of the problem. An 
amendment calling for three-cent fares and 
universal transfers as a substitute for the 
proposed exaction of compensation in the 
form of a percentage on the gross receipis 
of the companies was presented. Adjourn- 
ment came, however, before an expression of 


sentiment could be secured on a formal vote. 


City Railway to Discuss Terms. 
What is regarded ag the first step of the 
traction companies toward treating for ex- 
tension of their franchises was received by 
Chairman Bennett. of.the Transportation 
committee just prior to the convening of the 
Council. The Chicago City railway, through 
President D. G. Hamilton, notified him that 
its representatives "would discuss the ques- 
tion with the committee within a short time. 
This, the first word from the companies. 
came in the form of a letter to Alderman 
Bennett, which read as follows and bore: the 
_pignature of President Hamilton: 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of. ‘your favor 
of the 8th inst., wherein you state: ** The Com- 
mittee on Local Transportation again respectfully 
invites you or some accredited representative of 
your company to appear before it for the purpose 
of discussing the franchise question,’’ and in 
reply would say that some representative of this 
company will be pleased to meet the committee as 
soon as the company has reached a satisfactory 
conclusion upon the several points suggested by 
the report of the committee. 


Other Company Stands Aloof. 
Heretofore requests that the companies 


| present their views before the committee in 


the effort to find common ground on which 
settlement can be madé, have been ignored. 
The Union Traction company stands in its 
old position, and as yet has refused to ac- 
knowledge the communication from the com- 
mittee. 

That there is division in the Council ranks 
as to the terms of settlement was made evi- 
dent by the discussion. In fact, discussion 
of the report of th¢ committee and of the ap-. 
proval or disapproval of its work thus far 
gave way to debate as to the terms of settle- 
ment that should be made. 

It was universally. agreed that municipal 
ownership is impossible for a number of 
years at least, 


Members Oppose Reduced Fares. 

Members of the committee were insistent 
in thelr contention that compensation, in 
view of the city’s existing financial tfoubles, 
should come as a percentage of the gross 
receipts and not in reduced fares. Resoiu- 
tions that the income thus derived be made 
a special fund for street cleaning and repair- — 
ing were voted down. 
That the question should be settled and the 
existing service evils remedied as soon as 
possible was demanded with little or no dis- 
sent. An attempt on the-part of Alderman 
McInerney to put off the entire matter “ un- 
til after the April electiOn ’’ was laid on the 
table by the overwhelming vote of 64 to 3. 


Referendum Clause Inserted. 
The incorporation of the referendum clause 
in the tentative ordinance which the Trans- 
portation committee had presented was 
urged by Alderman William F, Brennan. 
Alderman Bennett was about to take the 
same step. Both, in discussing the prob- 
lem, asserted the people should be made 
partners in this ‘‘ business transaction.” 
The clause, which becomes Section 14% of 
the commitee’s report, was lifted bodily- 
from Mayor Harrison's message. It reads; 
Any ordinance shall be of no force or effect unless 
a proposition to approve the terms thereof shali be 
submitted to the electors of the City of Chicago at 
election (naming it), to be held in said

RAINOF BULLETS UNCEASING 


LONDON, Feb. 18,—The detailed accoynts

The British commander's scheme was the 
most extensive ever carried out during the 
present war. It consisted of a continuous 
line over fifty miles in length. The Boers,

throughout the night by armored trains, 
equipped with searchlights. By the side of 
the railroad the men lay in trenches, or stood 
doing sentry duty. The gloom of the moon- 


less night was intermittently relieved by the

Battle Rages Five Hours. . 


The battle at Hilbron raged from 9 o'clock - 


on Friday night until 2 o’clock on Saturday 
morning. Throughout the five hours a fear- 
ful ring of fire from rifles, cannon, and pom- 
poms swept along the British lines, in hold- 
ing De Wet’s Boers, who made repeated at- 
tempts to break out of the circle of troops. 
From various positions, behind rocks and 
dongas, the Boers kept up a vigorous fusil- 
lade, hoping to find a weak spot in the line. 
Simultaneous]y others charged, but again 
and again were the Boers repulsed, leaving 
dead, wounded, and prisoners in the hands 
of the British. | 
At the outset of the preparations the Boers 
realized that the operations were not merely 
an ordinary “ drive’ but a movement threat, 
ening them with total annihilation, and Gen- 
tral de Wet assembled his whole force 
and discussed the situation with the com- 
manders, with the result that the Boers were 
split up into three forces.

DEATH REVEALS ROMANCE 


MULATTO WHO ELOPED WIH RICH 
SOUTHERN GIRL KILLED. 


Accident in Mine at Carbon Hill, I1., 


Brings to Light Story of Broken 
Pride—Negro Coachman of Wealthy 
Maryland Planter Runs Away with 
White Girl, Who Stains Her Skin—

Morris, I1l.,_Feb. 13.—{Special.]—Albert 


Meade,’a mulatto miner, was accidentally 
killed at Carbon Hill this afternoon. His 
death revealed a romance. The widow, who, 
with her infant, is left to mourn Meade’s 
death, is a white woman, the daughter of a 
proud and wealthy Southern family. 

All of the story is not known. Three years 
ago Meade and his wife, with their baby, 
came to Carbon Hill. They rented the best 
cottage they could find in the little mining 
town, furnished.it lavishly, and seemed hap- 
py. They did not associate much with their 
neighbors, seeming to be content in each 
other’s society. Meade was a bright mulat- 
to and handsome. His wife, who was but a 
shade darker than he, was a remarkably 
handsome woman. 


Father Appears on Scene. 

A year after the couple settled in Carbon 
Hill a stranger, well dressed and with a 
@ecided Southern accent, appeared on the 
scene. He said his name was Wayne. He 
was hunting Meade and declared his inten- 
tion of killing him on sight. He said his 
daughter had eloped with Meade from their 
plantation in Maryland, where Meade had 
been employed as a coachman. He was told 
Meade’s wife was a mulatto, and, half con- 
vinced that he was on the wrong trail, he vis-

Admit Case Is Difficult. 


Assistant State's Attorney Carey; who rep- 
resented the State at the inquest, frankly 
admitted that the case promised hard work 
for the prosecution. Captain Revere of the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Station, where 
the inquest took place, also saw trouble 
ahead should it become necessary to prove 
the identity of the man who fired the bullet 
that caused. Kirk’s death. 

None of the witnesses examined at the 
inquest could testify of their own knowledge 
that either Streeter, McManners, or Hoeldtke 
had participated in the shooting. Evidence 
was presented, however, which went to show 
that Streeter was mixed up in the affair, not- 
withstanding his denials, and that the 
Streeter forces opened the battle. 


Verdict of Coroner’s Jury. 


On the strength of the evidence, the Coro- 
ner’s jury had to content itself with the 
following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that John 8S, Kirk 
came to his death on Feb. 11, 1902, at the 
Passavant Hospital, from injury to the brain 
from a bullet, said bullet being fired from 
some firearm held in the hands of some party 
yr parties unknown, in the vacant property 
bounded by Oak street, Walton place, new 
Lake Shore drive, and Lincoln Park boule- 
vard. 

“From the evidence presented we, the 
jury, believe that George W. Streeter, Henry

Lifted High in Air.

Cuba was pacified, in his opinion, 
and there was nolongerany necessity for the 
presence of United States troops among the 
Cuban people. 
Remedy Is Free Trade. 

‘*T say In no captious spirit,” said General 
Wilson, “that. there is not one single at- 
tribute of government that can be sug- 
gested by man which has not been exer- 
cised over Cuba by. the United States in the 
last four years. Yet. we have done abso- 
lutely nothing to repair the ravages of the 
war and build up the industries of the island. 
The revenues of the island, which amount 
to more than $16,000,000, have been under 
our control, and they have been honestly 
expended, but the people are in the same 
straits today as they were when hostilities 
ceased. 

* What can we do to help them? My prop- 
osition is to give them free trade with the | 
United States. I never~have met a Cuban } 
planter who did not favor annexation as the 
only thing to save the island, but that isa 
proposition that cannot be entertained ‘in 
view of e action of Congress. Since we 
cannot e the island.-into our political 
system we should by all means take it into 
our economic system. 

_. Rich Market Is Available. 

“Cuba cannot put its sugar down in the 
United States without losing money, and it 
asks us to lower the duty. The beet sugar 
men in this country say that lowering the 
duty will ruin them. Will it? Without 
going into figures I am prepared to dispute 
the assertion. Last year Cuba bought $68,- 
000,000 worth of foreign goods, $30,000,000 
} of which were purchased in the United 
States. 

“If we should give Cuba free trade its 
business with this country would expand 
to §$800,000,000 annually within five years. 
There is no foreign market 80 easily ob- 
tainable as that of Cuba. There is no product 
of this country which is not in demand 
there, and nothing produced there which 
is not needed here.

“‘ Blegy,” the Schiitt paraphrase of the waltz 
from Strauss’ “The Bat,” and the Liszt 
“ Benediction of God in Solitude,” and the 
Pester Carnival, before referred to, brought 
the recital to a close. 

Mr. Burmeister, while not a strongly indi- 
vidualized or especially inspiriting pianist, 
is a player who can justly call many pianistic 
virtues his own, and who may be charged 
with but few vices. His mastery of the me- 
chanics of his art is such as enables him to 
perform with clearness, accuracy, and ef- 
fectivenesas such taxing selections as he of- 
fered yesterday. His technic includes also 
the valuable element. of a tone that is unusu- 
ally soft and singing when heard in cantilena 
passages, and his musicianship and his emo- 
tional powers are such that all he does is 
plastic and clear and at no time devoid of a 
certain degree of warmth and sentiment. It 
is only the absence of those dominating, 
compelling qualities that spring from strong 
musical individuality or unusual gifts that 
prevent his playing from rising from the 
plane of the thoroughly good and the en- 
joyable to the heights of the great. 

The Liszt transcriptions were admirably } 
given, the Mendelssohn song being especially 
notable for the tonal beauty that character- 
ized it. The Schumann sonata was read with 
enjoyable virility and spirit, coupled with 
considerable fantasy and sentiment. The
